As ls usual with the. approrch of the Chinese 
New Year robberles are becoming unpleasantly 
frequent in Canton and the neighbouring dis 
tricts. The closing of sa many gambling houses 
hae also added to the ranks of the criminal 
clatses,. On the 261b alto. a daring robbery was 
commlited at a house in Shek Lang, Tang-kon 
province, when a band of thieves entered the 
place, ransacked {t from endo end, removed all 
the portable goods and then set the house on fire, 
Unfortunately two anfotning houses became 


ignited and all were destroyed. So far do arrests’ 


have been made, Again onthe 30 b ulto, another 
gang of roffians, pretendirg to be policemen, 
entered an opfum divan there and robbed the 
Inmates of thelr belongings and any other 
articles they con‘d !uy handson. 

The houie of the Kwong family was entered 
by a band of thieves on the agth ollo.. Some of 
the neighbours happened: to see them and they 
started beatlsg a gong on the houretop, The 
tabbera were med and made off before they 
could be arrested. A paper dealer's shop about 
tco yards from the last piace waa sided. soon 
after and two of the thteyes were caught and 
handed to the authorlile: ;
